Marines suspected in horse 
shootings return to Nevada 


RE.NO, Nev. (AP) — Two 
Marines based in California 
returned to Nevada under tight 
security Thursday to face charges 
in the slaughter of 34 wild horses 
that has stirred outrage nation- 
wide. 

“We will probably hold them 
in solitary,*' Washoe County 
Sheriffs Lt. Janice Lee said. 

Lance Cpl. Darien Brock, 20, 
and Lance Cpl. Scott Brendle, 21,' 
were being held Thursday night 
at the Washoe County jail in lieu 
of $65,000 bail, awaiting an 
arraignment Mond.iv in Virginia 

. City. 

The two, along with a high* 
school friend, are accused of 
shooting the niu.stangs while on 
holiday leave. .Most of the hors- 
es were shot multiple times 
with high-powered rifles on 
Dec. 27 in the canyon just east of 
Reno. 

Citing the safety of the sus- 
pects, sheriff’s deputies had 
refused to publicize the Marines' 
scheduled arrival time at the 


Reno jail. 

The two arrived in handcuffs 
about 3 p.m. after being driven 
from Southern California with . 
law officers in separate sports 
utility vehicles. 

Both were in blue Jeans and 
the bearded Brendle was wearing 
a black t-shirt with an emblem of 
the heavy metal rock bwd, Black 
Sabbath. 

Some of the horses were foals 
and others were pregnant. At 
least one was blasted in the head 
with a fire extinguisher.
